ilcQuillen, hobbling oil a crutch 


•with his entire right leg g-one and 
Proudly wearing his uniform aa 
a member of the American field 
ambulance service, -was greeted, 
by his mother with the words: 


""Welcome home, son 
" and 


then the two fell Into each other's 
arms. 


With McQuillen, also on crutch- 


es, was his chum, Wayne Vetlerin, 
also of Philadelphia, 


Both boys were badly wounded 


before Verdun on August 2. They 
had three wounded French sol- 
diers in their ambulance and were 
hoisting in a fourth while under 
fire when a projectile exploded in 
their midst 
The four French 


wounded were killed, the ambu- 
lance wrecked and both Ameri- 
cans terribly mangled. When they 


recovered they found they had 
received the medal mllitaire and 
the croix de grterre, with palm 
and star.

FRANCISCO, Nov. 10.—The 


United States Government is not going 


I to turn its disabled soldiers out into the 
• world to make the:r living as best they 


I may. "When they are rendered unfit for 
sen-Ice through facing the hazards of 
war, they are to be educated for some 
line of work which will allow for their 
disability, and it will all be done at gov- 
ernment expense, according to announce- 
ments by the TVestern Department of the 
Army here. 


Regular vocational courses for the blind, 


the halt and the lame are to be estab- 


j lished in all parts of the country. TVhen 
' the men have finished these courses thev 
will be enabled to go into the world well 
equipped to make their own living. 


During this term of re-education the 


government will allow the men their full 
army pay, and their families will also 
t>e provided for. Further legislation is 
expected outlining the re-education plan 
more particularly. 


RE-EDUCATION PLAN. 


It will be the first time the government 


has entered on the re-education plan on 
a large scale- This work is being done 
to some extent in veterans' homes, but 
it will be better systematized, and will 
be made to include many more'vocatlons. 


In brief, the government is to conduct 


a business college of nation-wide scope, 
for the exclusive benefit of the men dis- 
abled in the war. 
It will not only edu- 


cate the man, but will make every effort 


useful enterprise that will guarantee him 
a decent living until his usefulness has 
ceased. 


In many respects the- re-education plan 


will follow the continental scheme, but 
there n ill be many new lines of indus- 
try for tho disabled, which are peculiarly 
pertinent to American ife. 


One of the leaders in the government's 


re-education campaign of S. S. Rowe, 
assistant secretary of the treasury. He 
has advised all of the principal army and 
navy 
executives of the plan, and has 


urged them to let the country at large 
know a-^ much as possible concerning it. 


The re-education plan is part of the in-

Every man in the military forces of 


tho United States is now insured, regard- 
less of whether he signed for such in- 
surance or not. This ruling wiH rvn:a'.r. 
in force until every man in the service 
has had a chance to* get acquainted with 
the terms of the war insurance bill.

will receive an additional ..i^uranoe for^
